000 — More State Aid 
on Textbooks. 


The St. Louis school census, 
taken last April by teachers, 
principals and volunteers. enu- 
merated 8653 more children than 
the census taken last year by a 
private concern at a cost of $18,- 
000, it was reported today at the 
finance committee meeting of the 
Board of Education. 

For each child in the city be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 20. the 
board receives about $3.50 in 
State aid for textbooks. This will 
mean more than $30,000 addition- 
al annual revenue for the board 
for the next five years, the dura- 
tion of each census. 

This census was taken by order 
of the board after the enumera- 
tion taken by the private concern 
showed evidence of having missed

The judge, who originally is- 
sued the warrant that resulted in 
the arrest of the 39-year-old Phil- | 
adelphia chemist, granted the re- 
quest of defense counsel to “‘in- 
vestigate the ‘background and | ° 
character of Gold in the city 
where he lives.” 

John D. M. Hamilton, Gold’s 
court-appointed attorney, said “I 
don’t think it is asking too much 
that I might be given the oppor- 
tunity to further examine Gold 
in this jurisdiction.” 

“The court knows there are no 
funds available for defense ex- 
penses,” Hamilton said. “Addi- 
tionally, should it become advis- 
able that Gold should enter a 
plea of guilty—and I am not pre- 
judging my client—then it feas- 
ibly could be made in the juris- 
diction where the original com- 
plaint was filed.” 

McGranery ordered that Gold 
continue to be held in $100,000 
bail. He has been in prison since 
May 23. 

Gold is accused of being a go- 
between for Klaus Fuchs, con- 
victed British spy.

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An Order for Decay 


By far the most impressive thing about the 
Missouri Public Service Commission’s 3-to-2 
decision on St. Louis suburban transit service 
is the dissent. 

Chairman Morris E. Osborn and Commissioner 
Charles L. Hensen protested strenuously. The 
majority order would permit the Public Service 
Co. to abandon its Creve Coeur and Kirkwood 
streetcar routes, and the County Transit Co. 
would substitute its bus service for these lines. 

For a half-dozen reasons, the order is a 
disservice to the community: 

1. This ruling means that passengers in fast 
growing county areas will have to pay a double 
fare for the same trips, and the trips will take 
more time because of transfers and jigsaw 
bus routes. . 

2. This ruling gives the two transit firms a 
club to hold over county towns which opposed 
abandonment of the streetcar lines. If the 
cities do not authorize County Transit bus 
routes, they will get no public transportation 
at all. 

3. This ruling transfers the burden of two 
routes which were not profitable from a power- 
ful company to one that is losing money. 
County Transit is deep in the red, while Pub- 
lic Service reported net income last year of 
$718,000. Yet as Mr. Osborn observed: 

I am inclined to believe that it (Public 
Service) is the principal beneficiary of the 
majority order, with County Transit receiv- 
ing the small residue of the bequest. 

4. This ruling does not even seem to justify 
the majority’s excuse for it, which was to rescue 
County Transit from the brink of bankruptcy. 
The three commissioners in the majority them- 
selves express doubt as to whether the plan 
will materially aid County Transit. 

5. This ruling is also excused on grounds 
that it is “temporary” and “experimental,” but 
such ruiings often have a way of becoming 
permanently temporary. The public is bound 
to be skeptical of this one. 

6. Most important, this ruling violates the 
principle of an integrated public transporta- 
tion system for the metropolitan area. It in- 
creases the cost, delays the service and bal- 
kanizes the movement of traffic. It is a retreat 
to the thinking of 50 years ago. 

As such the Public Service Commission’s ma- 
jority ruling is a blow to the progress of 
greater St. Louis. The commission should 
grant a rehearing when requested by St. Louis 
county. If it does not, the order should be ap- 
pealed to the courts and reversed.

How Long Is Long-Term? 

In its effort to frame a tax bill that will 
please a lot of people without displeasing 
President Truman, the House Ways and Means 
Committee seeks to revise the capital gains tax. 

By taking advantage of this tax, the sellers 
of capital assets can often pay a lower rate on 
their profils than would be the case at straight 
income rates. The House Committee at first 
voted to widen the differential by cutting the 
capital gains rate from 25 to 16 per cent. This 
decision was rescinded, but the Committee still 
proposes to reduce from six months to three 
the period for which stocks or real estate must 
be held to qualify for the “long-term” rate. 

We doubt if the committee is kidding any- 
body but itself. Ninety days is not “long-term” 
and no legislative definition can make it so. 
The sole effect of the change would be to make 
speculatign more profitable for a few people. 

In the present state of our economy, already 
uncomfortably close to unhealthy boom condi- 
tions, we can imagine nothing that the coun- 
try needs less. 


$150.000 Racketeers Won't Get 

It should be clear now to eye-winking and 
palms-out county authorities that Gov. Steven- 
son has made up his mind that Illinois will not 
be a haven of racketeers and commercialized 
gambling operations while he is in office. 

The round of raids in Lake county, the county 
in which the Illinois Governor lives, resulted in 
the seizure of 266 slot machines and contents, 
estimated at $100,000. Since the machines them- 
selves are valued at about $200, this means that 
the state has separated the slot machine ring 
from more than $150,000. Before these latest 
raids adjacent to Cook county, earlier round-ups 
in Madison, Jo Daviess, Iroquois and Grundy 
counties produced 182 machines. 

This is strong medic. but it is all the more 
to Adlai Stevenson's credit that he is admin- 
istering it. He was elected to the governorship 
at Springfield by the biggest vote any man ever 

got in Illinois—572,000 votes more than Dwight 
'Green received. This great tide of ballots was 


-‘Tilinois’ way of saying that it was sick and tired 


of graft and corruption and pay-offs to local 
and state officials by gamblers and racketeers. 


Yet last week it was reported that a few . 


handbooks were opening up gingerly in Madison 
county, where state police closed the Hyde Park 
and 200 clubs in the first of these military-op- 


eration raids. Does State's Attorney Austin 
Lewis want his county to be the first to be vis- 
ited twice by state authority because county of- 
ficials do not enforce the law which they are 
paid to enforce? 

The raids in Lake county ought te be warn- 
ing enough to any official who can read. For 
the pattern is plain: Adlai Stevenson and his 
director of Public Safety, Thomas J. O’Connell, 
will send raiding parties where local enforce- 
ment has been bought off or is just no good. 
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Last Word on Offshore Oil 

The Supreme Court’s logic in putting aside 
Texas’ claim to offshore oil should settle any 
lingering doubts. It should discourage any fur- 
ther efforts in Congress to turn these vital re- 
serves over to the private oil companies by for- 
feiting national dominion to the states. 

This newspaper has said in the past that it 
believed Texas had a stronger claim on offshore 
oil than any other state, because of the specific 
terms under which it was admitted to the Union. 
After reading the closely reasoned majority 
opinion written by Justice Douglas we are per- 
suaded that Texas’ claim was no stronger than 
any other state’s. The nub of its contention was 
that the Joint Resolution of Congress admitting 
Texas reserved to the state “certain vacant and 
unappropriated lands” to be used in liquidating 
the state debt. 

Texas argued that the term “certain vacant 
and unappropriated lands” included the lands 
under the Gulf of Mexico to a distance of 27 
miles to sea. The Government maintained that 
the term had a more restricted meaning, as 
shown by the purpose it served in the resolu- 
tion, the circumstances under which it was in- 
cluded, and Texas and federal usage of the 
term. Furthermore, as the court pointed out 
in the earlier case of California, the lands under 
the marginal sea were not then known to be 
rich in oil. There was no way Texas could have 
used dominion over these waters as a means of 
paying off its debts. What could it have done 
with these lands under the Gulf—sell them? 
The very idea is fantastic. 

After this decision, it would be difficult to 
see on what grounds Texas, Louisiana, Califor- 
nia or any other state could argue that Congress 
should quitclaim its dominant interest in off- 
shore oil. The profession that the law was on 
the side of the quitclaimers has been left with- 
out any basis in fact. What is more, the court 
has affirmed that dominion over offshore oil 
is necessary to the National Government's de- 
fense of the Union, and that dominion over the 
seas bordering the nation’s coast is necessary to 
this Government in its dealings with other na- 
tions. Taking the long view of what the prece- 
dent should be for, future contingencies not 
now foreseeable, the court said: 

Today the controversy is over oil. Tomor- 
row it may be over some other substance 
or mineral or perhaps the bed of the ocean 
itself. If the property, whatever it may be, 
lies seaward of low-water mark, its use, 
disposition, management and control involve 
national interests and responsibilities. That 
is the source of national rights in it. 

Can any member of Congress afford to pro- 
pose breaching national rights when to do so 
would impair the discharge of national responsi- 
bilities, oppose national interests, and in the 
end endanger national security? The answer to 
that question should by now have become so 
obvious that any further quitclaim agitation in 
Congress would be as impolitic as it has always 


been unstatesmanlike.

On his Missouri trip President Truman took 
occasion to cite the Chicago Tribune as a sym- 
bol of reactionary views on education. For its 
part the Tribune, as Joseph Driscoll reported 
in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, seldom fails to de- 
nounce Mr. Truman in. unmeasured terms. 

At one time or another Col. Robert R. McCor- 
mick’s newspaper has described the President 
as a coward, a quack, a busted haberdasher, a 
peddler of sucker bait, and an associate of “the 
scum of the Kansas City gang.” It reminds us 
of the folk song: 


Oh, the Martins and the Coys, 
They was reckless mountain boys.... 


This is one of those public feuds in which 
both parties develop a vested interest. It is al- 
ways good politics for Mr. Truman to heap scorn 
on the Tribune. Despite its undeniable power 
in shaping the policies and candidates of the 
Republican party in Illinois and some neighbor- 
ing states, the Tribune seldom wins elections. 

Because it is rich and boisterous and arrogant, 
the Tribune makes a good target for political 
attack—especially when it invites ridicule by 
declaring the wrong man elected, as in the presi- 
dential election of 1948. 

Col. McCormick is not running for office, but 
he too derives advantage from his ungloved duel 
with the President. Since his newspaper does 
not mind shaping the news to suit its owner's 
predilections, its intemperate diatribes gain a 
certain attention from people who are just curi- 
ous to see what picturesque inventions the 
colonel has thought up lately. 

Only the Tribune, certainly, could decide that 
the State Department is ruled by both the Com- 
munists and the British aristocracy. So when 
it demands the impeachment of the President, or 
heaps extremist accusations on his head, it can 
be sure at least of being noticed. 

Freedom for the American press means free 
dom for newspapers like the Tribune. The oth- 
er side of the coin is the freedom of a discrim- 
inating public to judge each newspaper by its 
performance.

Germany Uses Free Speech

_The German people—politically tongue- 
tied for more than a decade—availed 
themselves of their newly acduired right 
of freely expressed opinion in a loud and 
emphatic outcry which reverberated 
throughout the federal republic. 


The public outburst was called forth by 
a Kiel state court’s acquittal of Federal 
Deputy Wolfgang Hedler on charges of 
preaching racism and nationalism, malici- 
ous slander, libel, disparagement of the 
dead and incitement to class struggle. 


Protests against the acquittal came from 
many layers of society culminating in mass 
demonstrations, strikes and sharply word- 
ed statements from leading civic, cultural 
and political groups, trade unionists and 
the common people. Responsible newspa- 
pers were generally as one in condemning 
the verdict: and deploring the effect it 
would have on opinion abroad, which is 
hypersensitive to developments in Ger- 
many. 

Although tinged with this general fear of 
foreign repercussion, the strong moral in- 
dignation was essentially German-inspired 
and arose as the free and spontaneous ex- 
pression of a people conditioned to almost 
two decades of vehement anti-Semitic 
propaganda. 


“Least Guilty” in World War 


But the protests were not unanimous. 
From some quarters came vigorous sup- 
port of Hedler and carefully-worded judg- 
ment concerning the court’s decision. 

Hedler, right-wing German party dele- 
gate to the Bundestag (lower house of the 
federal Parliament), was charged with hav- 
ing made malicious inflammatory state- 
ments in a speech at a political rally in Ein- 
feld, Schleswig-Holstein. In the course of 


‘the speech Hedler was alleged to have de- 


clared that although the extermination of 
Jews in gas chambers by the Nazis “might 
have been wrong,” there were “other ways 
of getting rid of them.” 

He was further reported to have said, 
“The German party declares that Germany 
is least guilty of the outbreak of the sec- 
ond world war. The resistance fighters 
are responsible for our misery because 
Germany did not collapse as a result of 
total exhaustion but as a result of treason 


. and sabotage.” 


The speech which was carried extensive- 
ly in the West German press created an 
immediate and violent reaction in the Bun- 
destag, especially among Social Democrat 
(SPD) delegates. Hedler’s parliamentary 
immunity was lifted shortly thereafter to 
permit criminal prosecution. 

The trial opened before a Kiel state 
court whose three judges, according to 
an official of the state government, were 
former members of the National Socialist 
party. Evidence was brought forward that 
Hedler, himself, had been a Nazi party 
member since 1932. ; 


Court Explains Acquittal 


On the witness stand, Hedler denied 
having attacked the anti-Hitler plotters or 
the Jews. The prosecution, however, pro- 
duced some 35 witnesses, including an 
SPD official, who testified from minutes 
he had taken of Hedler’s speeches. 

The prosecutor asked for prison sen- 
tences for Hedler on the various charges 
with possible penalties amounting to 16 
months, but the court handed down its de- 
cision acquitting Hedler of the charges and 
stating that as a politician, Hedler could 
not be prohibited from expressing criti- 
cism. 

Hedler walked out of the courtroom a 
free man, wildly cheered by 200 radical 
rightists, and accepted bouquets, tied with 
the black, white and red colors of Hitler’s 
Third Reich from his admirers. 

A German Government spokesman an- 
nounced that the federal German coalition 
cabinet had agreed that the trial had been 


* 


correctly, objectively and conscientiously 
conducted and there was no reason to level 
any reproach against the judges. But from 
all other sources came a storm of protest 
which gained momentum in the days which 
followed. | 

The Social Democrats issued a strong 
statement asserting that the “enemies of 
democracy have gained an advantage with 
the support of German justice as a result 
of the case,” and called the verdict “a 
blow against Germany.” 

The Christian Democratic Union, of 
which Chancellor Konrad Adenauer is a 
member, declared: “If the Germans want 
to make rightist radicalism a deadly dan- 
ger, all they need to do is stage a couple 
of trials like that of Hedler.” The state- 
ment recalled that the Weimar Republic 
had been destroyed because of its gener- 
osity toward its “proclaimed enemies,” 
the Nazis, and called for some limitation 
on such statements. 


Limits to Legal Control 


As an outgrowth of public sentiment, 
the German Ministry of Justice announced 
that it was working on a supplement to 
the criminal code which would make anti- 
Semitism a punishable crime. 

The Frankfurter Neue Presse expressed 
no surprise at the acquittal. “Since the 
prosecution witnesses offered conflicting 
testimony and no unimpeachable steno- 
graphic minutes of Hedler’s Einfeld speech 
could be presented, the court had to ac- 
quit the defendant, unless it wanted to 
revert to past practices in the adminis- 
tration of justice.” Of Hedler himself, 
the paper said, he may have been acquit- 
ted legally, but never politically. 

The Darmstaedter Echo was dubious of 
the efficacy of any law protecting democ- 
racy in similar circumstances. ‘“Unfortu- 
nately,” the paper said, “characters like 
Hedler are very clever, and know exactly 
the effects upon the masses of a certain 
tone, a clearing of the throat, a grimace 
or a gesture. No legislator in a free state 
can prohibit that without wrecking the 
basis of constitutional liberties.” 

The voice of the man on the street was 
heard through the Frankfurter Rundschau 
which published the results of an opinion 
poll on the question: What do you think 
of Hedler’s acquittal? 


Freedom Is for Everybody 


A 48-year-old unemployed tool mechanic 
said, “The acquittal is not justified. It is 
quite all right to have some national pride. 
But it must not lead to offending others. 
This mistake was made once before, and 
we have to pay for it now.” 

A 38-year-old business man told the 
newspaper: “Even though the allegedly 
offended groups are right in defending 
their honor, I do not think that Hedler’s 
statements suffice for a sentence under 
the penal code. If we are of 
freedom of gpeech and democracy, this 
must not apply just to one side, but politi- 
cal opponents must be accorded the same 
opportunity to speak their minds.” 

Finally a 38-year-old scrap dealer 
summed up the feeling of many Germans 
afraid of foreign reaction: “He could not 
have been sentenced for his remarks about

Through London the 
connections are to be safeguard- 
ed and regularized between North 
|American and the European con- 
_tinent, between the United States 
and the Middle East, between the 
United States and South Asia. 
For only Britain has vital inter- 
terests and old connections and 
long experience in all these re- 
gions and in all their interrela- 
tions. 


The continental countries, led 
by France, having had long ex- 
perience, are now taking a quite 
realistic but entirely friendly at- 
titude towards the British posi- 
tion in the world. They have 
recognized that Britain will not, 
and in view of the complexity 
of British interests and connec- 
tions that Britain cannot, enter 
wholeheartedly and deeply into 
any essential European project. 
Therefore the presence of the 
British in the critical negotia- 
tions could lead only to  debil- 
itating compromises. For the 
terms on which Britain could 
participate in any European or- 
‘ganization would so weaken that 
organization that the great objec- 
tive of a Franco-German partner- 
ship would be lost in the effort 
to satisfy British interests.

Didn’t Make Any Difference. 

“This was my biggest thrill,”

Mangrum, who like Hogan, was 


shooting for his second Open 
title, was scrambling all the way. 
But, with a lot of putting luck, 
he was only one stroke down to 
Bantam Ben—Fazio was four 
down—as they teed off for the 
sixteenth hole. 

On the fifteenth, the start of a 
golfer’s nightmare, Mangrum had 
shot a birdie three to put him 
back in the running. 

That Little Green Bug. 
Then came the big sixteenth. 
Hogan put his second shot on the 
green of the par-4 445-yard hole. 
Mangrum had sliced his drive to 
left in the rough, and came out 
short. But he chipped to within 
15 feet of the pin. Just as he was 
about to putt, he noticed that 
“little green bug” on his ball. He 
swung his putter over the ball, 
hoping to wave off the bug. But 
he failed. So, without thinking, 
he picked up the ball, blew off 


proceeded to sink the putt. 
It looked then like his par 


Ben had needed two putts to get 
down. 

But Isaac T. Grainger, chairman 
of the United States Golf Associa- 
tion rules committee, came right 
up and advised Mangrum he was 
being penalized two strokes for 
picking up the ball “while in 
play.” 

“What could I do?” Mangrum 
mused Iater. ‘“‘Rules are rules and 
we have to live by them. But this

“So on the seventeenth I went 
all out. This one I was going to 
win without any dispute. And I’m 
glad I did.” 

He did, too. For on that seven- 
teenth he put his tee shot on 
the 230-yard par-3 hole on the 
green, 35 feet away from the pin. 
He had an uphill lie, but he sank 
the putt for the birdie and right 
there was the ball game—with or 
without those two penalty shots. 

Hogan, who was fighting for 
his life in a Texas hospital in 
February 1949 from injuries re- 
ceived in an automobile accident, 
was reall¥ on fire then. But Man- 
grum didn’t blow up. He parred 
the seventeenth, too, and on the 
eighteenth both got par 4s, with 
Ben sinking a 15-footer to wind 
it up. 

So the guy who was so close 
to death had come back to win 
the richest and biggest golf tour- 
nament of them all—for the sec- 
ond time. 

“I did it,” he said, “by playing 
safe all the way. I gambled only 
once—on that seventeenth—be- 
cause I wanted to make sure that 
if I won, it would be on my 
own. Otherwise, I played the most 
conservative game I've’ ever 
| played. Not once did I go for the 
pin on the green; I was satisfied 
to get on.” 

Just a Mechanical Man. 

Hogan was really the mechan- 
ical man yesterday for he went 
out in even par 36 and until that 
birdie on the seventeenth stayed 
even with regulation figures.

But the 50 acres of 
woodland may be off a great dis- 
tance, and in winter when the 
men are working in the woods 
they may be away from home for 
long periods. Wood-cutting and 
reforesting is carefully controlled 
by law. But during the wartime 
shortages of coal and fuel oil they 
used more of their wood for heat- 
ing purposes, and now it will take 
them many vears to re-establish 
their carefully worked out for- 
estry system. 

The farm we visited was a very 
large one where 120 acres were 
under cultivation and 200 acres of 
woodland lay not too far away. 
The owner and his son-in-law live 
in a new house where the mother 
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fe is interesting to find an edi- 


and daughter do the usual work 
of Swedish farm women. They 
have one helper who lives in the 
old house which was the original 
farm owner’s home.

ELECTRICITY WAS in both 
houses and barns, with a tele- 
phone. A curious mixture of the 
old and the new appeared in the 
kitchen. There was the old- 
fashioned wood stove where cook- 
ing is done, and on the shelf an 
electric mixer and an electric 
iron. What impressed me most 
is the fact that on these farms 
they grow flax. In the winter 
months they spin the linen thread 
and weave the linen. 

Two large cupboards held the 
most beautiful linen belonging to 
mother and daughter, with drawn 
work and embroidery which would 
delight any feminine soul. Every 
curtain in the house was home 
woven; the rugs, even the dish 
towels. were woven by hand and 
marked in cross stitch. They gave 
us coffee and wonderful pastry 
before we left, and I think I en- 
joyed seeing this family life as 
much as anything I have done.

The only thing you might ap- 
preciate about being dealt such 
a hand is the two red threes and 
the fact that your side needs only 
a 50-point initial meld. But the 
dealer has turned a red three as 
the upcard, and covered it with 
an ace. It is your first play. 

You put down your two red 
threes and draw two replace- 
ments from the stock. One is a 
deuce, the other the third red 
three! So you face the third red 
three and your replacement draw 
this time is an ace! Your hand 
has certainly improved. 

You put down your pair of aces 


to take the pack, because of 
course you want to add that 
fourth red three worth 500 points. 
But, protest your opponents, 
you've already drawn from stock 
and you must continue to do so; 
you can't take the ace, they claim. 
They admit that you could have 
changed from stock to discard pile 


if you had only replaced your ~ 


original dealt threes, but in this 
case you have drawn a three from 
the stock. 

You haven't drawn a red three 
from the stock because your ini- 


' tial draw does not begin until 


your hand contains 11 cards that 
are not red threes. Your replace- 
ment draw of a'red three was the 
same as if you had been dealt 
that red three initially. Until you 
replaced it you didn’t have a 
complete hand. 

There is an important distinc- 
tion here; suppose you had start- 
ed with two aces in your hand, 
or drawn one of the aces as re- 
placement for your two original 
threes.

Winchell and the Runyon Fun 


He Expected a Few Thousand Bucks, Has 


Collected Nearly 
on Cancer—Not a 


$5,000,000 for War 


Penny for Expenses.

NEW YORK, June 12. 


T was Sunday night just two weeks before Christmas back in 
| 1546 that Columnist Walter Winchell grabbed the microphone for 

his weekly nation-wide broadcast, barked out the latest happen- 
ings in the news, took a few pot-shots at his current peeves and then 
slowed his pace and softened his voice. His great friend, the beloved 
writer Damon Runyon, had died four days before. Winchell won- 
dered whether the people in his listening audience would like to 
send “a buck or so” to help set up a Damon Runyon Memorial to 
fight cancer, the disease that had killed his friend. 


Professional fund raisers smiled 
knowingly, thinking of their own 
elaborate campaigns to persuade 
the public to part with hard cash 
in the name of worthy causes. 
Winchell, they said, was in for a 
surprise. As things turned out, he 
certainly was. He had expected 
the Damon Runyon Memorial 
Fund to net maybe twenty or 
thirty thousand bucks; maybe 
enough to endow a bed in New 
York’s Memorial Hospital. The 
Fund passed that amount in 72 
hours. Today it stands at nearly 
$5,000,000 — in cash _ already 
passed over the barrelhead and 
in pledges that will probably be 
redeemed by the time this story 
goes to press. Winchell still pro- 
motes it vigorously—over the ra- 
dio, in his syndicated column, at 
any other opportunity. 

Known as a man whose cardiac 
consistency bears little resem- 
blance to a marshmallow, Win- 
chell gets pretty soft when he 
talks of the more than 1,000,000 
persons who have contributed to 
the Damon Runyon Memorial 
Fund for Cancer Research. 

“It is in the nature of paradox- 
ical reward that in learning the 
great evil of cancer I have come 
to know the great goodness in the 
human heart,” he says. 

In the three and a half years 
since Winchell begged the first 
buck for the Runyon Fund, there 
have been some amazing contri- 
butions. Kids have sent in the 
dough out of their piggy banks. 
Recently a man who raises worms 
down in Georgia sent the Fund 
a check for $500, the proceeds 
from the sale of 50,000 worms. 
On the recent 19-hour television 
marathon on which comedian Mil- 
ton Berle raised $1,304,833, elder 
statesman Bernard Baruch con- 
tributed $1140—one dollar for 
each minute Berle was on the air. 
In Brooklyn, a seven-year-old Mil- 
ton Berle decided to put on 
his own show in the family cel- 
lar and he and his playmates 


showed up at the Fund offices 
a few days later with 900 pennies 
in an old flour sack. The Fund 
has benefited from prize fights, 
race tracks, gambling joints and 
fraternities in some of our better 
penitentiaries. Housewives, actors, 
miners and bartenders have 
tossed in their shekels. Sunday- 
school teachers and race-track 
touts have helped. The result, 
says Winchell solemnly, “is an 
example of the generosity of a 
free people who give freely to 
a charity of their own choice.” 
eS. eS , 
ITHIN a few days after mak- 
Wins that appeal for a “‘buck or 
so” for the Damon Runyon 
Memorial Winchell found himself 
in double trouble. In the first place, 
the mail practically swamped 
his office staff. There was so 
much money lying around the 
Winchell office that it made the 
head teller at the First National 
Bank look like the proprietor of 
a piggy bank. In the second place 
there was a certain formality re- 
quired by the postal authorities 
of anyone collecting money 
through Uncle Sam’s mails for 
no matter how worthy a cause. 
Postal authorities didn’t doubt 
Winchell’s noble. aims, but they 
were pretty firm about the fact 
that he’d have to have a charter 
for the Runyon Fund and that 
he’d have to have it quick. 
Winchell called famous New 
York lawyer Morris Ernst and ex- 
plained the situation. He also 
explained that he’d have to have 
the charter for nothing. The Run- 
yon Fund was collecting dough 
for cancer research. It didn’t have 
a penny for expenses. Ernst got 
the Fund’s charter, all right, and 
Winchell got another surprise. To 
operate a foundation, he had to 
have officers and to operate the 
way he wanted to he not only had 
to have officers who would give 
unsparingly of their time and 
talents for free, but who would 
be willing and able to foot the

bills for whatever expenses they 
incurred in the Runyon Fund 
cause. Like an Eisenhower pick- 
ing his staff, Winchell tapped the 
men who were to help him in 
his “fight to the finish” against 
cancer. The honors fell to’ Dan 
Parker, sports writer for the New 
York Daily Mirror, as president; 
Leonard Lyons, columnist of the 
New York Evening Post, as vice 
president; and to Leo Linderman, 
the genial Lindy of Lindy’s 
Broadway restaurant, as  secre- 
tary. Winchell took on the job 
as the jealous watch-dog of the 
Fund treasury. 

Today the Damon Runyon Me- 
morial Fund for Cancer Research 
is probably the only organization 
of its size and kind in the world 
that has never paid out one penny 
for administration or overhead. 
In the Fund’s office—a suite do- 
nated by the Park Sheraton Hotel 
in New York—volunteer workers 
toil like slaves in a salt mine. 
If a stenographer needs a ten- 
cent box of paper clips, she gets 
them by walking down the street 
to the nearest stationers or office- 
supply firm and begging the box 
in the name of the Runyon Fund.

maybe 20 or 30 people? 

The delegation usually turned 
out to be something like the 
young regiment of high school 
kids from a Southern town who 
brought a “Runyon tree” to New 
York. The kids had started off 
with one candle into which they 
stuck pennies, dimes, nickels 
quarters and half dollars as the 
wax melted, added new candles 
as the old ones burned down and 
wound up with a couple of thous- 


‘ and dollars in coins buried in a 


gob of wax ‘that took ajmost a 
derrick to lift. Lindy feted the 
kids, not with a sandwich and 
milk, but with a square meal with 
all the trimmings, got $100 worth 
of quarters out of his own cash 
register, stuck them in the melt- 
ed wax and then put the “Run- 
yon tree” in his window so pass- 
ersby along the Big Stem could 
admire the ingenuity of the kids 
from South Carolina. 

In line with its slogan of mil- 
lions for the fight against cancer 
but not one cent for expense, the 
Runyon Fund acquired early in 
the game an expert adviser. After 
being in business a little more 
than one month, the Runyon Fund 
gave the American Cancer So- 
ciety a quarter of a million dol- 
lars—on one condition. That con- 
dition was that the Society 
provide them with the services, 
free, of John H. Teeter. The boys 
hadn’t asked for much—just free 
rein on the talents, time and en- 
ergy of one of the ablest men 
in his field. Today Teeter, re- 
search administrator for the 
American Cancer Society and 
member of the board of the. Unit- 
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Electrologist 
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Science, talks like a character out 
of a Runyon story when he gets 
to = over the Runyon 


ex doesn't wait,” he says, 
“and we don’t wait to parcel out 
the money we receive. So far 
we've made 85 grants and creat- 
ed 52 fellowships in 77 institu- 
tions in 35 states. We don’t have 
a cent tied up in brick and mor- 
tar. Runyon Fund money is in- 
vested in manpower, not in mar- 
ble. And don’t forget, the Fund is 
only a few years old. Maybe we’ve 
invested in a few dray horses, 
but out of the lot we may get 
a Citation.”

ONEY from the Damon Run- 
yon Fund is paifl out within 
the year it is received. It 
isn’t parceHed out on a geographi- 
cal status, but states with scientists 
and laboratories capable of using 
funds to full effect, get every 
penny the Fund can spare. So far, 
Missouri can boast two Runyon 
Fund fellowships, one grant-in- 
aid and one institutional grant— 
all totaling $40,500. Fellowships 
were given to Dr. Milton Shoss 
of St. Louis City Hospital and 
to Dr. Virgil Loeb Jr., of Wash- 
_ ington University School of Medi- 
* cine. An institutional research 
grant of $25,000 was given to 
Washington University School of 
Medicine which also received an 
$8000 grant in aid from the Run- 
yon Fund. 

Recently at a meeting of cancer 
experts granted fellowships under 
the Runyon Fund, Winchell prom- 
ised: “In this war against death, 
I pledge my efforts until you 
flash from your laboratories that 
the enemy has accepted your 
terms of final and unconditional 
surrender.” 

And Winchell has the finan- 
cial backing he needs for the bat- 
tle. On June 4, Jack Benny and 
his entire company took over Car- 
negie Hall for a Runyon Memo- 
rial Fund show. Billy Eckstine is 
planning a benefit at Lewisohn 
Stadium. A _ society gal out in 
Los Angeles has promised at 
least $4500 from a la-de-da fash- 
ion show. A bunch of kids up 
in the Bronx have just about 
got things set for a neighbor- 
hood puppet show. And Sugar 
Ray Robinson may find a taker 
for his offer to fight any comer, 
proceeds to the Runyon Fund, 
And as a steady income, the 
Fund derives each day the mon- 
ey tossed in by the highest bidder 
for seats allotted the Fund by the 
producers of “South Pacific,” 
“Kiss Me Kate” and “Happy 
Times.” 

So a experts in the field 
of phil ropic enterprise have 
not criticized the Runyon Fund 
officials on the manner of dis- 
tributing their millions to insti- 
tutions equipped for cancer re- 
search. But they have raised an 
occasional eyebrow over some of 
the unorthodox methods the Fund 
has employed in promoting con- 
tributions. The eyebrow, however, 
seems to have been permanently 
lowered. The experts agree that 
Winchell and Company have nev- 
er been equalled in the field of 
fund raising.
